Museum Advisory Committee.-lt is noted with 
pleasure that the Chairman of the Museum .Advisoi^y 
Committee continued to take an active ‘“Merest in t^ 
Institution during the year under report. 
were no meetings of the Committee dunng the year, he 
visited the Institution on a number of occasions and 
reviewed the progress made by the Museum in its various 
branches of work and offered helpful instructions for its 
improvement, in consultation with the Members of the 
Committee. Government would be glad 
of the Committee could be held occasionally to review t 
working of the Institution. 

GaZferie.?.—Arrangements for the introduction of a 
uniform background for display of specimens and the 
"radual replacement of the deteriorated specimens of the 
Natural History Section are reported to be progressing 
steadily. This work should be expedited and completed 

early. , 

Arrangements may also be made early 

to acquire the isolated pieces of ancient 

ing to the periods of Ganga and ^ 

which are reported to be availab’e at Halebid and other 

places in the State. 

7m<ors.-The Museum attracted as usual a large 
number of visitors, including 6,745 students, ihe total 
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number «t vieitore during the period of nine monthe 
under report was 234,598 as against ? 
previous twelve months.

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REPORT ON THE WORKING OF THE VSORE 
government MUbEUM, BANGALORE, FOR 
THE PERIOD ENDING 31aT MARCH 1950. 


Advhuttj Coniitiiitse .—The Chalnuau visited 
the ruatitulioa ou a nambei* oi occasionfi to review the 
progress made in the diderenti tiectiotis and oBored helpful 
iusbructioDB for the iniprovoment of the Institution. As 
there was no meeting of the Museum Advisory Committee 
during the period ujidor report, the lueuibera of tho 
Committee were consul ted on all niattors arising^ from 
lime to time regarding the acquisitiou of apecimens 
pertaining to their sections and their display. 

Oallerits .—The introdnotion of a tmiform background 
for tho specimens commenced during the year 19-17*45, to 
improve tlia general appeanvnac of the galleries is maki^ 
steady progress. The gradual elimination of tho deterio¬ 
rated speciinetis of tho Natural History section Is being 
continued and at the same time arrangements are also 
being made to ao^iuire fresh specimens to replace the old 
ones removed from the galleries, A total number of 154 
speciiiiens have been acquired and a dosedptivo list of 
the same is furnished iu Appendix ‘ A’. 

Fhotc^raphs of some of the important exhibits such 
as sculptures and a coLlcotion of typical set of anus, that 
arc in the Museum, Isave been taken for the preparation 
of half-tone blocks for publiaation in tbe annual report of 
1918-19, 

In order to develop a pbotogtapbic soctidu in tbn 
Museum to expand the educational Jictiyltics by means of 
photographs and lantern alidoa of groj^ps of exhibits dis¬ 
played in the various BcotioDS, a camera waa acquired 
ditriug the year. Steps will bo taken in this regard as 
soon as the permanent Artist of the Museum, who baa 
been deputed to Governtnent Brass Works, Nagamaogalaj 
is reverted. 

Geolijgy ,—The attempts tiiado for tho acquisition of a 
complete sot of sped mens illustrating the several stages 
in the extraction of gold at the Bcllare Gold Mmes, 
Tumkur District, is being pursued. 
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Zoology .—A apdcitiiyn of a wliif:!i was uulk^ctC'if 

from around Bau^aloro, bus been preserved aa a spirit 
Bpocimen for the reptife gallery. The repluceinent of 
deteriorated Bpecimeus with Enitabla fresh ouee in the 
Natural History Bectioo has improved the geuemi 
appearance of the gallery to a great extent. Under this 
Bcheine steps have been taken to acfjuire some more 
speoimens of itiainmals, Le., Elyactta and an Elephant cnb 
mounted entire as ATueeam trophies. The renewal of the 
deteriorated Rpedinens in. the bird gallery is enga^in" 
attentiou and this oouid only be done gradually as and 
when fresh skins of speeimena of the ronnired types 
become available. ■' ^ 


ArGhtRQlogy,—%Qyenk\ isolated pieces of ancient 
Boulpture of gt^ workmanship, pertaining to the periods 
ot yanga and Hoysala per lods, exposed to sun and rain in 
many places of tho^tate, Halebidf Haasan District; 
B^tir, BangaJore District; Soaato and Talkad, Mysore 
piatrict and in the Departruent of Archwology, Mysore 
have been marked and selected for preservation in tbe 
Museum. Arrangements will be made in the near future 
for their acquisition ami transport to Bangalore. 

SriN. R. Banerjee, w.a., Assistant Superintendent. 
Department of Arcbajoloiyy, Southern Circle, 
who was on a study tour, visited the Mubcuhi at Bangalore 
for purpoBCB of studying the oollections of antiquities in 
the Arolueologwal section, specially the megalithic potfcoty 
from Coorg. Oc was given all the facilities to study the 
exhibits an well as to take photographs of the same, 

Tfie Siipcrintendent, ^hieological Soctiou, Indian 
Museum, Calcutta, desired to have plaster casta of certain 
Hoysala pieecfs of sculpture exhibited in this Muaemn for 
^splaying the repheas so prepared in the Arehieologica! 
section of the Indian Museum. Ho deputed the modeller 
of the Arobicol^eal section of the Indian Musenra for 

wiodellcr was given the necessaiy 
fac hties to take imprcsaions in clay and prepare tim 

repht^g of some Hojsala Muiptijres,t.e., OajnGurajnjirdana, 
K^ibtua exhibited in the Government Museum

tion with the owners of the Palau Bhavou, B.mgalom, 
toRrmit the m^eller of the Indian Mnseum, Cakuitta, 
to prepare a plaster cast of a Ganesha imago lyiuK in the 
compound of Patan Bhavaa, “fc. J t, . no 
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The Director of Axoheeology in Mysore, was kind 
enough to spare on loan a representative set of forty- 
three antiquities belonging to Chandravalli, Chitaldrug 
District, for display in the Archaeological section of this 
institution. 

The Government of Mysore were also pleased to 
permit the State Huzur Treasury, Bangalore, to send 
certain antiquities and exhibition medals, that were 
lodged therefor safe custody, to the Government Museum, 
Bangalore, for display. 

Industrial Art .—In order to improve this section by 
acquiring artistic metalware and ancient bronzes, etc., 
that are of no use to the temples either for worship or for 
processional purpose, the Curator-in-charge, visited 
Yelabanka, Bangalore Taluk and examined an old deterio¬ 
rated temple car (Ratha), which contained some wooden 
art pieces. As these pieces of art were found worthy of 
preservation in the Museum, steps have been taken with 
the local authorities for acquiring them. 

Restoration and Preservation .—^As usual the periodi¬ 
cal cleaning of the exhibits displayed in the variou s 
sections of the institution was attended to promptly. All 
the specimens preserved in rectified spirit have been 
cleaned, refitted into position and the jars were filled in 
with fresh spirit. 

Educational Work .—The Systematic guide lectures 
to students from Primary Schools on History, Fauna, 
Flora and Industries of Mysore, are being delivered as 
usual on Saturday mornings. Usual explanatory talks 
to illiterate visitors formed an essencial feature of the 
educational work of the institution. It may be pointed 
out in this connection that this aspect of Museum work 
can only be expanded with much advantage for the benefit 
of illiterate visitors, when special staff of guide lecturer's, 
trained for the purpose, are appointed. 

Though the Assistant Inspector of Education, City 
Range, Bangalore, who was requested to co-operate in the 
educational work of the institution, was not able to 
furnish the required information during the period under 
report, yet 6,746 students belonging to 136 schools and 
colleges, in and around Bangalore, accompanied by 174 
teachers were shown round the Museum. Details are 
noted in Appendix ‘ D ’. 
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Libr^irff .—Thfl uecdesity for tha exp&HBioD of the 
Mnaftiim Library for affording facilities for rosoarcb is 
engaging attention for some time past am] with tbis 
object in view, efforts are being made to augment tbe 
eullection of books in the libraiy. Tiie principal additions 
to the library couaistsof anaual reports and other publica- 
lions of Mnscams, in and ont aide India, received as 
presentation or exchange. Apart from tbe periodicals 
and journals snbsoribed for, some books, which are nsefuJ 
for reference and study, relating to art, arcbroology, 
natural history, etc., were purobaaed during the period 
under report. A detailed list of boohs and periodicals 
acquired is furnished in Appendix ‘ B 

Some important oirbihits of Hojeala sculptures and 
sandalwood carvings displayed in tbe Museum have been 
illustrated in the annual report for the year 1947-48, 

BirifrZ/n?,—‘Annual repairs, white-washing, etc., con¬ 
nected with Muse am bnilding were attended to by the 
Public Works Department, 

On account of tbe limited space in the present 
building, it has become not possible to expand the different 
sections of the institution until extra accommodation is 
provided- Proposals for the construction of a new'building 
have already been submitted to Govemment and orders 
are awaited thereon. 

Visiturs, —^The total number of visitors who visited 
the Museum during the period oi nine months under 
report is 234,598 as against 494,437 in the previous year. 
The large crowds to the inetitufeion were, os usual, on 
' Karaga ’ and other local festivals. 

Siaffi ,—The Cottage Induetries Museum, Exhibition 
Buildings, Mysore, continued to be under the supervision 
of the Curator, Government Museum, Bangalore. Sri K. 
Narayana Xyengar, 1i.a., Curator, Goverumeut Musenm, 
Bangalore, w’as transferred during January 1950 on an 
acting basis as Assistant to the Director of Aiob(L>o1ogy, 
Mysore, The senior acting Aaeiatant Curator has been 
placed in charge of the duties of the Curator. 

Government, while sanctioning the weightage only 
to the superior staf! of tbe Museum in their exiatiug old 
grade from M January 1947, were pleased to revise the 
scales of pay of one Assistant Curator ou Bs. 75-5'-l00 to 
Bs. 60-5-00-6-1 SO. 


SioeJc Regiti^s.—The general accessioiiB register 
and registers of library and furoitoro have been written 
up-to-^te. 

Maifitenanee .—The budget grant of the iniititatioa 
for the period under report waft Eft. 10,4tX> aud the actual 
expenditure amounted to Bs. 9,993<12-0.
